Cripplb Creek, Colo., May 29.— If 

trouble breaks out again, and it is im- 
possible to see how it can be averted, 
the r< suits bid iaii t 1 bo lar more terri- 
ble than tfiose aiieaiiy witnessed. Tiie 
armistice declared Sunday was made 
use of by the sheriits to increase their 
forces. xNeurlj' 4(,;0 men have oeen re- 
cruited in Dc-iiver. and only await the 
slightest outbreak to be lorwarded lo 
Crii'ple Creen and be swoni Jii as dejiu- 
ties. 

The strikers seem to have taken cour- 
age from the action oi tiovi-rnor VVaite, 
ami affect to believe tiiiit the militia 
would tend to aid them in carrying out 
their purposes. Be this as it may, tne 
entire district is terrorized, and the strik- 
ers, being encouraged by the temporary 
withdrawal of the deijuties, are ueiom- 
iug bolder and more imperative and in- 
toiorani. luere is no danger that a non- 
partisan wi.i be nreil ni i^n vvuhout lust 
being warned; but when ordered in slop, 
it lueaiLs tliat he must stop just where 
Ills feet are resting, it is but a step from 
this attitude to one of must reckless bear- 
ing, and people hvii.g in the «unpa fear 
the uatouuie. 

All day strikers have been searohing 
for aruis and ammunition in the mining 
eMnpti anu wnerever arms, ummonitiou 
or provisions were found they were cou- 
tiscated and receipts given for them. 
None about the cuuipe except strikers 
are pennikted to carry arms, and the 
strikers, who reign supreme, have issued 
the order that every abled-bodied man 
found in camp when tlie real contest 
comes will be forced to cHiry arms in 
their ranks. The result is that many 
people are moving uway from the cam^is 
to ihe city ot Cripple Creek anu else- 
where. 

Towns and county officials are utterly 
unable to do anything in the face of 
•aoh an overwhelming number of des- 
perate men. Parties of men who are in 
■ympathy with the mine owners have 

£ne to Midland, whi re they will meet 
» deputies and conduct them through 
the beet routes to the strongest points 
•boat the scene of ti-oubie. a large par- 

Sof atrlkm have also gone toward 
idland to meet the deputies and retanl 
their progreaa us much as possible. The 
eonntrv about Bnll Hill, the strikeii' 
•trongnold, for eight miles square, is 
held and patrolled uy the strikers.

Armed with 
their writ and with a reasonable force 
he will maku an effort to move the coal 
train. The writ is issued under the pro- 
visions of the interstate commerce law. 
The train is in flu; heart of the trouble, 
some Indiana mining district, and trouble 
is feared. 

The federal government being behind 
the writ all the force neosssaijr lo movt 

the train will bo used. 

Saturday a po.sse oi Terre Haute po 
lire, trying to move the train, was 
driven otf, barely (scaping with their 
lives. The coal is partly owned by the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois comp.iny 
and partly by Chica-co dealers. 'I'h'i 
miners have sworn the i:oal shall not bo 
moved, and most of them are armed.

The miners 
here say they are going to watch the 
V'andalia line and sidetraok erery oar of 
coal that pjisses over it. 

The chamber of commerce has issued 
a circular to the miners asking them to 
meet them jointly at the mayors ottice 
Wednesday. The object of th" meeting 
Is to induce thu miners to allow fac- 
tories in this city to mine their coal and 
resume operation, thus givinsj employ- 
ment to IbJ workmen now idle. 

CLOSING DOWN THE W ORKING MINES.

Fiity men ilrapped their tools and joined 
the prooeenoo. Middlepoit dtkens fnr^ 
nished a (I'ee dimier for the 600 men in 
ranks. At SpUlman, W. Va., where 
the premises are guarded Tar a Oatling 
gun and a docea Ueunty sbenfls, the boat 
WHS uot jMnnlttea to land with the 
strikers. This la the only mine in opera 
tion in this district 

The same steamboat has been ordered 
and 8U0 strikers wUl mass a mil* abore 
there and go into camp tmtll ^e 4U men 
in the mine can be indaced to quit work. 
The sheriff of Mai40& county came up 
on the boat last night with the strikei-s 
and agreeil to meet them when they 
laud and see that there are no dashes. 
The result of this meeting is awaited 
with deep interest bf ereiy dtiieo la 
the Pomeroy bend.

A ShorUTa Orders Defied »nd WineMster* 

Have lleeu Scut For. 
Wk.nd.na, Ills., May '^i).— Three coal 
trains, guarded and escorted out of 
Minonk yesterday by troops, were re- 
captured by the strikers here a few hoars 
after their triumphal release from the 
blockade. Strikers to the number of ir>o 
waylaid them, and t^ng possesion of 
the trains, sldetraoked them. Word was 
sent at once to Sheriff Lense at Meta- 
more and yesterday evening he appeared 
on the ground. Accompanied by depu- 
ties he went among the strikers and tned 
to persuade them to abandon their ob- 
struction. They defiantly declined to 
do so. 

After exhausting all peaceful measures 
the sheriff sent to Tolusa for lUO Win- 
chesters and 4,000 rounds of amniu- 
uition. W itb these he jiroposes putting 
a posse in the flaldto capture and release 
the coal trains. He has alsc wired to 
Springfield a report of the state of af- 
fairs and requested Utovemor Altgeld to 
send troops to the scene immediately.

'•The present provisional govern- 
ment, ' he said to an .^8.-<ociated Press 
representative, "is bound to go to 
sma^h. Tbere li-i.>i not been a levoluiiDU 
in the islands, but there will be . ne, .md 
no mistak", iiefore long. Tin' measures 
by which the (juecn was overthrown 
were revolutionary enough, but the 
whole priii'e)'diiiL;s were SS QUiet 18 a 
district school ulecticai. 

• 1 was there at the time, and wit- 
nes.sed every detail. When tli" sailoi-s 
and marines from the iJoston landed 
with their superior rittes and machine 
guns, resistance was, on the face of 
things, so u^eless that nothing COUld be 
done by any partv that favored th» 
maintenance of the throne. 

"When the armed Americans were 
withdrawn the piovi.sioual government 
orgaiii/.ed an army of ;!i)U (»ermans, who 
haa been employed on tlie jilantations at 
lb") a mouth.

•There are 14,000 voten OQ the isl- 
and, and the provisional government 
represents but o,000 of that numbei. 
The natives, as a mass, and a large per- 
centage of the whites, are ^theroiienly 
in favor of tho reigning house, or at all 
events, opjwsed to the p.estsnt goveroi- 
ment. Ihe natives are not to be de- 
spujed. They are smart jn'ople, many of 
them highly ediicat-d, and 'heir repn?- 
sentativc lea lers arc men oi tine uttain- 
uieut, orators, legislators and diplomats 
of no mean ability. 

"A resolution imderthe circnmstance-i 
is unavoidable. So overwhelming and 
able a majority is not to be kept down 
by a show of lorc > that a little prepara- 
tion could so easily overcome, 

"As for myself, I have disixwcd of the 
greater part of my interests on the 
islands, partly to my sons and partly to 
my partners and others. I intend to go 
out of bnsiuess. I am old enough and 
have woric( d hard enough to have a lit- 
tle rest." 

Mr. Spreckles is accompHiiied by his 
wife ana daughter. They cann- directly 
from San Francisco. Wednesday next 
the party sails on the Paris for Europe, 
to be gone a number of weeks.

Admiral Walker at Honolulu was re- 
ceived at the navy department yester- 
day. The a«lmiral said that the elections 
for deh.'gates to the cunbtitutunial cou- 
veutioii ha<l passed otf tiuietly and that 
the MUpjKirters ot the provisional govern- 
ment had secured a fair wi rking ma- 
jority. 

At the date of the report onler pre- 
vailed in all p.irts of the islands. If 
Liliuokalaui or her adherents ton- 
templated an outbreak on the eve of the 
election, knowledge of the conspiracy 
had uot been obtained by the ofKcers of 
the American Huet.

The "In-and-Aboiit-tlic-Stato" writor 
ol the Courier-Journal had an intereat- 
ing article Monday conc«niin« aome re- 
cent political developmenta in Lewie 
Ooanty and the approaching Congres- 
sional conteet. He says: "The defeat of 
the ticket backed by Hon. 'Morg' Thomas 
in the Bepablican primary in Lewie 
Comity to nominate candidatoH for 
cctf o^oee is creating mnc^f copi^nent 
Inthat seetion of tiiis State. It is herald- 
ed by those belonj^ing to the other faction 
as a 'deadener,' t^n^l they fu:e loud in 
their claimi that Oen. Thomas' grip has 
been effectually broken. It remains to 
be seen, however, whether auch is the 
case. For years and yean he has held 
the Republican party in the Ninth dis- 
trict in the hollow of his liand, and lias 
absolutely dictated its policy and named 
its candidates. When in Congress he 
numaged matters so adroitly as to create 
obligations on the part of nearly every 
strong man in the district to him, and 
this, coupled with his personal following 
and wealth, nmdo liim invincible. Ho is 
said to be a great believer in the power 
of money in politics and has always put 
up freely and in places where it Would 
do the most good. 

"It was generally onderstood that he 
was solely responsible for the election of 
George Halbert to the Legislature in 
1891. The State was to be divided into 
judicial districts that session, and Gen. 
Thomas desired one created in such a 
way that one of hia relatives, who is a 
Bepublican, coald be elected. He knew 
well enoQirh that if a Republican was 
sent from Jvcwis County to the Legisla- 
ture tiiat he would not have much in- 
fluence and wonld stand no show of get- 
ting what ho wanted. lie, therefore, 
manipulated the wires so as to tlirow the 
bulk of the Republican vote to Mr. Hal- 
bert, who wa.s the Democratic nominee, 
and he was elected in spite of the fact 
that the county is overwhelmingly Re- 
publican. The Democrats in the Legis- 
lature, however, were not to be caught 
napping, and put Lewis County into a 
reliably Democratic district, so that the 
General's shrewd work went for naught. 

"^^enator Pugh, who represented Mason 
and Lewis counties in the . last General 
Assembly, is a son-in-law of Oen. Thomas , 
and thti latter is very d(!siroii.s of nomi- 
nating hiin for Congress against Rolla 
Hart. The other faction, however, are 
determined to keep up the fight, and 
Thos. A. Davis, editor of the Maysville 
r, will be a candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination. Tht> fight will bo 
a pretty one and will be watched witli 
interest by the Democrats, who will re- 
joice, no matter what the result is. 

"It remains to be aeen whether Gen. 
Thomas' hold is permanently broken or 
only a little bent."
